Earl}- Englitb Watchmaking. 


I am unable to trace any reliable evi 


denco of English watches having been 
made until quite tbe end of tho six 
teenth century, although G< rman and 
Freuch productions were impelled ear- 
lier 
Derhani, in the second edition ot 


bis "Artificial Clockmaker, " published 
in 1700, mentions an eight day watch 
which he was told belong to Henry VIII, 
bnt the contest clearly shows a weight 
timepiece is referred to. Among the pos- 
sessions of Edward VI, as quoted by 
Wood from a royal household book, is 
"oone larum or watch of iron, the cast 
being likewise of iron gilt with two 
plnmmettee of led. " The first words of 
this description may seem to indicate a 
watch •with a mainspring, bnt such an 
assumption is at once dispelled by the 
mention of tbe "plummettes of led. " 
That Elizabeth owned a large number 
of watches is certain. 


In 1671 the Earl of Leicester gave to 


his royal mistress "one armlet or sha- 
kell of golde, all over failely garnished 
with rubyes and dyarnonds, haveing iu 
the closing thereof a clocke. " From this 
it will be seen that the modern custom 
of wearing tbe watch in a wristlet is 
bnt a revival of sixteenth century fash- 
ion. It is said that Mary, queen of 
iScots. had two "death's head" or skull 
watches, which she presented, one to 
each of two favorite maids of honor —

city. The ordering of s watchman 
for the MoDanel street croasing with 
the P., Ft. W. * 0. is the only res 
sonably reliable relief be hat granted. 
The following, from his cffloe at 
Oolumbus to city clerk 0. E. Lynch, 
Is Mr. Kayler's decision: 


"In answer to your petition from 


your city councll.asking for better pro 
lection at various crossings in your 
city, please permit me to advise tbat 
I have decided upon the following, 
after having gone over the matter 
carefully and taking all the condl 
tlons and surroundings into consider- 
ation : 


McOonel street—Where It crosses 


the P., Ft. W. 40 railroad; to be 
protected by a watchman from 6 a 
m. until 6 p. m. 


Pine and Jackson streets—To be 


protected by a signal, or semaphore, 
to be operated by tne watchman sta- 
tioned at the depot. 


Main street—O, H & D. company 


will protect this street by flagman 
while doing shifting over same. 


Market street—This space is nar 


row and I nave learned that there is 
a good ac ive watchman at this point 
at the present time and that there 
his not been an accident at this 
point in the past fifteen years. 


Bellefontaioe avenue—We have a 


copy of the trder issued by 6. R. 
Haskell, to all their employes to lUg 
over this crossing In all cases when 
shifting over them. 


Metcalfand Third streets-These 


streets are in South Lima and are 
crossed by the ladder trucks in the 
yards of the L E. & W. R. R.; cot 
much traveled and the 
principal 


trains are in switching, this is at a 
slow speed and there are almost al 
ways some of the switching crew 
near the crossings. I have, however, 
ordered that these switchmen shall 
protect the crossings while doing 
work over them. 


So. Johns avenue—This crossing Is 


protected by a bell and I have or 
dered that it be kept in good repair 
and working order. 


Wayne avenue-Inasmuch as the 


Lima Street Railway is about to lay ! 
its tracks over the tracks of the 
steam roads at this point, I have de 
cided to let the matter at this point 
remain in abeyance until this work 
is completed and see what the condi- 
tions and surroundings are at tbat 
time.

factory to your people and thanking 
you for the patience you have maul 
tested in waiting for the decision, I
